lent. One striking feature was the 
whole hearted way in which the 
army had taken up these camps and 
was determined to make them sne­ 
ered. the report adds. 
"The boys 
attending averaged a 
little under IS. showing the spirit of 
national service is still possible iii 
peace time. provided you begin with 
men 
while 
they 
are still 
young 
enough.” says the report. 
“Athletics and recreation varied 
with each camp but uniform satis­ 
faction cannot be reported. All the 
camps had both athletic and morale 
officers. In none could a failure be 
reported 
but 
the local conditions 
and training schedules, made this a 
matt* r to be considered separate­ 
ly. Mi th* camps had canteens and 
service clubs. 
Discipline Varied. 
“Discipline 
varied 
according 
to 
the camps. Instruction and training 
varied 
markedly 
in the different 
camps. 
Tile 
war department 
had 
tried to go t th*' bt st personnel they 
could, but the known Qualified in­ 
structors 
were simply not 
to he 
had in sufficient numbers. The pro­ 
fessors of Military Science and Tac- 
ti*'s at th* colleges were uniformly 
excellent. All the camps had large 
numbers of young officers, the great 
majority being excellent but 
very 
few of them having practical teach­ 
ing experience. 
“No ra d ic a l wrong, not any ser­ 
ious complaint w*as found in any of 
the camps and as a whole they were 
not* d 
for 
the extraordinary 
lack 
of serious complaints.” 
The report continues: “We take 
pleasure in quoting the following 
pertinent remarks about these camps 
made by General Befalling, as pub­

Recruiting 
Neva: 
“ Til two respects.’ General Persh­ 
ing said, 'th** 
Citizens*

national traditions.’ 
All Are Democratic. 
“ ‘Firs:, they are anti-militaris­ 
tic.* he added, ‘and second, they 
are democratic to the core. 
“ It is no longer to be doubted 
that with world conditions as they 
ar*1, preparedness for w ar, as Lin- j 
coin said, is insurance for peace. 
“ ‘To train a man lo defend his' 
country is no more developing a 
militarist of him than it is making 
a pugilist of a boy to teach him 
how to use his fists in self-defense. 
“ ‘That, we can quickly depose 
of. 
What 
I do want to impress, 
however, is the value of democracy j 
of these camps aud the army we 
hope to build up through them. We 
have never had a military autocracy ; 
in this country, thank God, and we 
never will. 
“ The man who attends, learns 
that all men are actually on an 
equality, and that the rich man’s 
son and the poor man’s son alike 
owes an obligation to the govern­ 
ment.’ " 


Dozens of letters commending the

capacity of charitable aid. 
“Even since June 1919, I have 
been engaged upon relief work in 
Central Europe,” fie said, “but no­ 
where

been 
as 
shocking as they are on the Volga 
today. 
In 
other countries 
under­ 
nourishment was the principal cause 
of distress, but here it is star\a- 
tion pure and simple. Our estimate 
is that 
there are 
12.000,000 
re­ 
quiring assistance. Our most san­ 
guine hope is to be able lo keep 
I,000,000 children alive through the 
winter. For thousands fhere is ab­ 
solutely no hope. and the aggregate 
amount of suffering will be some­ 
thing appalling. 
* Though we even have to feed 
children in the streets of Moscow 
and 
Petrograd. the greatest need 
is in the villages where the failure 
of the crops is most acutely felt. 
It is not an exaggerated fiction—* 
that peasants are living on roots 
and bread made from a mixture 
of reeds and oily clay. 
I 
myself 
have handled this so-called bread 
and 
witnessed 
the 
terrible 
intes­ 
tinal 
troubles resulting 
from the 
consumption of it. 
“The Soviet government is work­ 
ing very well indeed to relievo the 
distress. They have carried out 60 
percent of their seed-sowing pro­ 
gram but at the most this cannot 
bring in more than one-sixth of 
the average summer yield. One of 
the most tragic things I have ever 
seen 
was the spectacle of 
those 
peasants, many of whom are facing 
starvation this winter, sowing their 
next year’s grain. They admitted 
quite frankly that they would not 
live to see it harvested.

Hoover says today in that portion 
of his annual report dealing with, 
the activities of the Census Bu­ 
reau. 
“This 
proposed 
legislation 
has 
m y approval,” Mr. Hoover says, add­ 
ing that “it has frequently been 
contended that the distribution of 
th*> population as shown by th** re­ 
ports of the Fourteenth Census is 
abnormal: that prior to that enum­ 
eration there was a great move­ 
ment from rural to urban districts 
which, since the enumeration, has 
been neutralized in large measure 
by a reverse movement; and that 
this shifting of th*' population af­ 
fected tho totals for certain states, 
thus Influencing the apportionment 
of represent at Ives in Congress.” 
Census taking in January is dis­ 
approved on th** ground that the 
w* ath*T in that month is a serious 
handicap to the enumerator, delay­ 
ing the work and making it neces­ 
sary “to take unusual precautions 
to insure a complete canvas. The 
report says the time for taking the 
n*xt census should be in April, as

Railways ’ Right to Contract 
Labor to Firms Without Pale 
Of U. S. Labor Board Doubted

20.— The right of 
railway companies to contract work 
to 
firms 
or 
individuals 
removed 
from th*1 jurisdiction of the United 
States Railroad Labor Board cam*'

were 
heard before the board recently. Th*' 
controversies involve car and loco­ 
motive 
repairs 
work, 
track * and 
common labor jobs. 
The action 
in each 
case 
was 
brought by employes* organizations, 
whose 
mem bers 
form erly did 
th*' 
work 
now 
being done by outside 
firms under contract. In most cask's, 
the wages paid by the contracting 
firms are less than those specified 
for 
railway 
employes, a n n u a t i o n 
which, the unions contend, at one*' 
throw s their men out of work and 
removes wage and 
working reg u ­ 
lations from the jurisdiction of th e 
Labor Board. 
W h a t is regarded as typical test 
case is that of the Federated Shop 
Crafts against 
the 
Erie 
Railroad, 
which has leased its repair work on 
cars 
and 
locomotives at 
Hornell, 
N. Y., to the Hornell Construction 
company. The shop unions contend 
th at 
wages 
have 
been 
arbitrarily 
reduced 
by the construction 
com­ 
pany below 
the scale set 
by 
the 
Labor Board. 
The Shop Crafts have also brought about . I® 
action 
against 
the 
Chicago 
Great 
Western Railroad over the contrac­ 
ting of car repair work at South 
Park, Minn. The road lias notified
